HOMS  LSSSONft 


The  problem  of  home  lessons  is  one 
that  is  engaging  the  attention  of  edu- 
cational' aiithoritiaa  in  diflerent  coun- 
tries, possibly  becauae  of  an  agitation 
which  has  sprung  up  in  certain  quar 
tert  against  a  practice  of  addiiiK  to 
the  hours  nf  labor  of  children  bein^ 
educated  by  the  State.  There  are 
parents  who  believe  that  their  chil- 
dren have  too    many    Iciibtfs  after 

^^h<M.l  honrs;  there  are  others  who 
think  their  children  arc  having  too 
easy  a  time.  It  ia  chiefly  a  question 
nf  ilu  rfhirationa!  outl(»ok  in  the 
homca  and  that  varies  very  consider- 
ably. Mr.  Stewart  A.  Robertson, 
<)rganizer  of  I'.dnralinn,  in  a  report 
to  the  Dundee  .Authority  has  l><rn 
commenting  on  home  lesaona' w  Inrh 
lie  prefers  to  call  "private  study."  He 
believes  that  such  lessons  should  be 
confirmatory,  supplemental,  illustra- 
tive aUrf.  gjnpMiaivtl^  thtt  they  should 
mean  action  ttMtr  an  impuliu  uliuii 
has  been  stirred  at  School.  Here  i.^ 
his  comment: 

A  teacher  who  has  seen  the  energy 
and  ungrudged  time  which  children 
will  give  to  cross-word  puzzles  and 
such  intellectual  explorations  in 
jiaprrs  and  magazines  ini)j;l)i  well  a.sk 
iiimsoll  if  lie  cannot  devise  Imme  Itn 
sons  after  that  fashion.  Inventiveness 
is  almost  the  •  flrat  necessity  of  a 
teacher,  yet  n  Jove  of  routine  and  "f 
precedent  arc  moi'a  common  among 
teachera  thnn  that  qoality.  For  pupils 
from  fourteen  to  sixteen  years  of  age 
home  lessons  under  present  condi- 
tions shoOld  not  require  nmre  th.m 
from  an  hour  and  a  half  to  two  hours 
of  the  evening,  I'uinls  over  sixteen 
years  of  age  may  be  their  own  asses 
sors  in  this  matter;  the  daims  of  ex 
aminations  and  their  own  relation  to 
.special  iubjects  wili  '  iMhUy  be  the 
final  determinants.  Above  all.  it 
should  tie  borne  in  mind  that  "grow- 
iiiK  lip"  is  in  its'lf  ar'!ii'->in,  anrl  tliat 
only  by  its  normality  can  even  educa 
tion  succeed.   '

In  the  debate  on  rural  credits  in 
the  House  of  Commons  it  was  sn^ 
gested  that  equal  consideration  should 
be  shown  to  fishermen.

Under  the  stimulus  of  Mr.  St.

The  French  are  of  course  a  volatile,

The  Scota  are 
a  sober-looking  and  metaphysical 
looking  and  spiritually  metaphysical 
people.  Therefore  we  were  not  as-
